LOUIS ADOLPHE THIERS. 

A telegram announces the death of 
the celebrated French statesman, Louis 
Adolphe Thiers,who, for so many years, 
has been a power in French politics. 
He was born in 1797, was educated at 
Marseilles and at the law school of Aix, 
where he practiced at the bar for three 
years. Influenced by Mignet, he went 
to Paris, where he wrote for various 
newspapers. Early in his career in 
that gay capital he soon became 
the favorite of Lafitte and 
Talleyrand. From (823 to 1827, he was 
engaged in the work of writinga his- 
tory of the French revolution, which 
has been translated, and which 
has met with much favor. In January, 
1830, in connection ‘with Mignet ard 
Carrel, he begun the publication of 
the Nationale, one of the most influ- 
ential political newspapers ever pub- 
lished in France. His first official po- 
sition was under Louis Philippe. He 
afterwards became a member of the 
chamber of deputies. In 1832 
he became minister of the _ inte- 
rior in Soult’s cabinet. In February, 
1836,be became premier and minister of 
foreign affairs, holding that office four 
months, when he retired; but he was 
reinstated March Ist, 1840, and retired 
again in October. In 1848, he foughta 
duel with Bixio because the latter re- 
peated a rumor to the effect that he 
(Thiers) had disparaged the election of 
Louis Napoleon when he had denied it. 
After having assisted Louis 
Napoleon to the presidency § in 
1851, he raised his voice against a 
new Napoleonic empire. On the coup 
d’etat of Napoleon, Thiers was arrested, 
imprisoned and finally banished. He 
returned to France August 7, 1852. 
Despite governmental opposifion in 
1863, he was returned by the liberals 
ot Paris tothe chamber of deputies. 
in 1870, he opposed the declaration of 
war against Germany, maintaining that 
the government was rushing to its cer 
tain def at. On February 17, 1871, he 
was chosen by the .assembly as 
chief of the executive, when he 
immediately negotiated the prelimi- 
nary treaty of peace, crushed the com~ 
mune, and performed the miraculovs 
feat of negotiating the national loan 
for the purpose of paying the German 
indemnity. On August 31, his term of 
office was prolonged for three years, 
and the title of “President of the Re~ 
public” conferred. On the 24th of 
May he resigned, owing to the fact that 
he was bafiled in hisattempt to make 
the republic permanent, and was 
succeeded by MacMahon. In 1876 
he was elected to the _ senate 
from Belfort. On February 20 he was 
elected to the assembly from Paris, and 
wok his seat in the latter body, where 
he has remained ever since, and where 
he was serving his people at the time 
of his death.

THE NEW YORK FIRE. 


The Biackened Rains Left—The Lives 
Lost and PDamage Sustained — 4 
YUraphic Description of a Horrible 


Reene. 

New York, Sept. 4.—The Post say 
the factories and other buildings 
named in Thirty-fifth street were re« 
duced to ruins in about three-quarters 
ofan hour. The fire steamer Fuller 
was anchored at the dock at the ioot of 
Thirty-fifth street, and lines of hose 
were extended from it to Eleventh av- 
enue and the supply of river water to 
No. 2 engine. ‘The hydrant at the cor. 
ner of Eleventh avenue and Thirty- 
sixth street was empty while the fire 
was at its height. The water was so 
scarce that thetenants of the heuses 
which caught fire from sparks were 
unable to obtain * water in pails, 
except by drawipy upon the 


gutter the water which came from the 
tire hose. The firemen made every 
exertion possible, but the lack of water 
constantly hampered their efforts. i hey 
succeeded before noon, however ia 
getting the fire under control, although 
it was then still burning fiercely in some 
buildings. The walls of the brick 
buildings fell from time to time with a 
heavy crash. In the confusion prevail- 
ing it was impossible to obtain any de- 
tails of losses, and it is very difficult to 
make even an approximate estimate of 
the totalamount. The lowest estimate 
of the latter is $1,000,000,and many 
persons place the amount ata much 
greater figure. It is reported that 
MANY LIVES 
were lost, but rumors at this point are 
very conflicting. [tis probable some 
workmen in the piano factory were 
unable to escape, but the uumber is 
not yet known by anyone. The fire 
is believed to have broken out in the 
tifth story of the building, and it is 
| known that some workmen in the up- 
per stories had great difficulty in esca- 
ping. One workman, named Edward 
ackmaster, jumped from the upper 
window, and was taken up i ut 
terrible condition. His skull was 
fractured and many bones broken. 
He was removed to the station house, 
and diedina few moments. A few 
other workmen, whose names have not 
been ascertained, were seriously injur- 
ed. They were sent to Bellevue hos- 
pital. A woman is known to have died 
during the fire, but reports differ as to 
whether she was injured ia attempting 
to escape from the building or died 
from illness aggravated by the excite 
ment and shock. It is believed by 
many persons in the neighburhood that 
from twenty toforty workmen 
PERISHED IN THE PIANO FACTORY, 


but this is merely supposition. ‘Three 
a'arms were sent out in rapid succes- 
sion, and a large force of firemen, en- 
gines and trucks responded to the cai] 
he heat produced by the fire was _ in- 
tense, and the firemen were obliged to 
keep at a considerable distance from 
the burning buildings. It is probable, 
however, that they could 
have prevented the fire from spread~ 
ing if they had a suflicient supply of 
water. The hydrants had supplied 
only scanty streams, and some become 
entirely drained in a short time. A row 
of brown stone apartment houses on 
the south side of Thirty-fifth street and 
the factories burnt rapidly. Their in- 
mates were able to save but a small 
part of their property. A number of 
shanties on the other side of the street 
were also consumed. The establish- 
ment of W. B. Brown, 541 West Thirty- 
tifth street, is gutted. 

THE STRONG WIND, 

which veered from point to point, 
whirled sparks and fragments of burn- 
ing material in all directions. ‘I'he 
sparks blown to Tenth avenue set on 
fire a number of frame buildings occu- 
pied «s stores and dwellings, and three 
structures, 449 to 463 inclusive, were 
burned. Some oi the occupants suc- 
ceeded in removing pari of the furni- 
ture to the street, but most of it was 
destroyed. 

The Telegram says there is no hope 
that a vestige of the block bounded by 
Thirty-fifth and Thirty-sixth streets 
and Tenth and Eleventh avenues will 
be left. The school house on Thirty- 
tifth street is already entirely demol- 
ished, and the tenement houses on 
four sides ofthe bleck are in ruins, 
Sparks from the burning — buildings 
lighted upon the canvas roof of the 
gospel tent, and it was destroyed.

Varrath 
got down by one of the ladders. He 
said that since his escape he had not 
seen any of his fellow-workmen. Half 
the surgeons of Bellvue hospital, police 
and coroners are on duty at the fire.

THE DEATH OF EX-PRESIDENT THEIRS. 

LONDON, 4—The announce- 
ment of the death of M. Theirs is con- 
firmed. Ic was caused by appoplexy, 
aod his sufferings: were apparently 
slight. 

WHAT TOOK HIM OFF. 

Lonpon, September 4.—The attack 
which carried off ex President Thiers 
was what is calledin France apolepic 
fondroyante. He was apparently in 
good health. In the morning he took 
his usual walk. After luncheon he 
felt symptous of illness, which speed- 
ily developed in an appoplectic fit. He 
remained unconscious aud died at 6 
o'clock apparently without pain. No 
event short of a coup de etat or a com- 
munist rising could have created so

throughout France as will this. Its 
effecton the present political crisis 
cannot be properly weighed. M. Gam- 
betta is now withou a rival in the re-~ 
publican party, bu. his advanced views 
are sO alarming to the left center that 
the repnblican party, asa whole, will 
probably seek to counteract the evil 
effects of M. Thiers’ removal by put- 
ting forward M. Grevy, ex-president of

THE IMPRESSION CAUSED BY HIS DEATH. 

Lonpon, September 4.—A_ special 
dispatch from Paris to the Standard 
says: “It would be impossible to con- 
vey an idea of the grief and consterna- 
tion which prevails at the death of M. 
Thiers. This morning the news spread 
like wild fire, and even at an early 
hour, though the weather was very in- 
clement, the streets were filled with 
people in great excitement. Some were 
actually shedding tears and all were 
g ving vent to their feelings of grief and 
apprehensiou, the death of Thiers, 
just now, being regarded by all as a 
national! cala.oity. The deceased sta‘es- 
man had been staying during the last 
few weeks at Pavillion Henri Quatre at 
St. Germain En Laye, and had caught 
a slight cold, but nothing led to the 
anticipation of so sudden a termina- 
tion of his eventful career:” 

EVENTS PRECEDING HIS DEATH. 
Paris, September 4.—Ex-~President 
Thiers arose early on Monday morning 
ing and worked until 7:30, when he 
went -for an hour’s walk on the ter- 
race. He afterwards wrote until noon. 
At noon he took luncheon with an ap- 
petite, but towards the end of the re- 
past he stammered cuta few words, 
his mouth contracted, his eyes became 
covered with a film and he was carried 
to bed. The physicians ordered mustard 
plesters and leechee. M. Thiers did not 
uppear entirely aware of his danger. 
Prostration was complete after twenty 
minutes had elapsed. 

ACTION OF THE GOVERNMENT. 

The Temps says, MacMahon, who is 
at Mont Brison, upon being informed 
of the death of Thiers, immediately 
telegraphed to Paris to summon the 
cabinet and council to arrange a 
solemnizing funeral with the greatest 
pomp. The Temps adds: President

should for the time disappear in order 
forgzreat national demonstration to pay 
honorto one who has rendered such 
great services to France. 
The Moniteur announces that Presi- 
dent MacMahon sent a telegram of 
condolence to Madam Thiers, and that 
the oflicial journal will to-morrow pub- 
lish a decree announcing that the ex~ 
penses of the funeral will be borne by 
the state. It is believed the corpse will 
be interredin Invalides. The whole 
republican press expresses profound 
and sincere sorrow. Private telegrams 
from the provinces show that M. 
Thiers’ death is regarded throughout 
the country as a national calamity.

BRADFORD, PENN., August 29, 1877. 
This city—for it isa city in popula- 
tion —is the Deadwood of the east, the 
Deadwood of Oildom. It is at the up- 
per end of that great range of moun- 
tains which separates the waters of 
the Atlantic slope and those of the 
Mississippi basin. If that long ridge 
were a telephone, Marietta, at its foot, 
could talk to Bradford at its head, could 
sell oil short and indulge in all the other 
antics peculiar to nervous Americans in 
search of suddenfortune. But moun- 
tains are not endowed with the tele- 
pnonic principle, and your Marietta 
readers must look for Bradford in 
other ways. 

It is situated in McKean county, a 
border county of Pennsylvania, about 
seventy-five miles east of Erie. Agri- 
culturally the whole. county is not 
worth twenty cents. It is radically 
mountainous. ‘here are 
row ribbon-like valleys a few patches 
of buckwheat, an occasional! strip of 
Irish potatoes, with here and therea 
grass plat—all the rest being bush and 
forest, reck and streams, to which 
derricks and improvised houses have 
recently been added. 

About ten years ag 
one of the numerous ring3 con- 
nected with the management of the 
Erie railway gobbled up some thin sul- 
phurous coal veins eituated about fif- 
teen miles south of Bradford. They 
“induced” the Erie company to buy 
these coal lands at Deadwood figures, 
and so a railroad was built through 
Bradford to Carrollton on the Erie road. 
The branch and the coal veins fell into 
disfavor; the nature of the whole busi- 
ness became known, and for years it was 
almost an. abandoned property. Itis now 
the most profitable section of the Erie 
road, and all because Job Moses

in the despised territory. He 
faith, and he kept on boring into the 
earth until the oleagimows fluid glad- 
dened his heart. The new district ‘is 
known asthe Bradford district, while 
we may as well! éall the older and bet- 
ter known district the Titusville dis- 
trict. Both are in western Pennsylva- 
nia, but a gap of seventy~ 
five miles separates them, in which 
no oll is found. And no one can tell 
why it should not be found at any 
point between, or for that matter, be- 
youd; tor st s far from 
clear that there is any 
connection between the coal beds and 
the oilbasins. Rock doctors disagree 
on the subject. Job Moses, however, 
found oil in the Bradford district, but 
he had to go down to the “third sand.” 
In the Titusville district oil is found on 
the “second sand.”

The derricks are 72 feet high— 
great pyramids’ of timbers, black, 
greasy and villainonsly smelling. Why 
are they high? You shall know 
what I did not know when my astonish- 
ed feet struck Bradford. The principle 
of drilling an oil well consists in letting 
about fifteen hundred pounds of iron 
drop about a foot each time it is raised. 
That weight consists of tne drill, the 
auger bit, the sinker bar, etc , and al! 
these sre just about seventy feet long. 
They can not go over a pulley, and 
hence the height of the hideous tim- 
bered derricks.

about Bradford 1s about two miles wide, 
running east and west. Wells are 
going down miles away, and soon 
the entire belt will be = as 
accurately defined as if it lay on or 
near thesurface. Bradford itself is in 
the belt, and of course the ground not 
needed for building is turned to goed 
account. Instead of scratching the 
unferiile soil for a poor crop ina climate 
that atfords nine months of winter and 
two months of intense summer, the 
people go deeper for a better crop. 
Not unfrequently the derrick is erected 
in the front yard of a dwelling 
house, On the lot where 
il am lodged at present, there is 
just room enough between the derrick 
and the building for the croquet ground. 
The weil itself, like ail the rest, gives 
out an immense quantity of gas, which 
is carried to the street in front of the 
house, where it burns from a lamp post, 
night and day, forming @ gas jet as 
large as a barrel and lighting at night 
ali the land to the next derrick. These 
immeuse lights irom the hilltops 
and all along the valleys 
make the scene at night at once weird 
and beautiful. The city itself 1s lit in 
ihe same way. No lamp is of course 
possible. The gas comes out of the top 
of the post through large holes, with a 
head that would be ruinous if the cor 
poration had to pay Atlanta rates. 
THE PIPE LINES. 

Gardening would be impossible in 
Bradford, at least on’ account of the 
network of pipes that lie on the 
surface orjust below it. Oil is not 
wheeled a foot. At each derrick A 
reservoir that hoids 250 barrels. In 
this the oil is measured, when it is per- 
mitted or forced to run into the receiv 
ing reseryoirs of a pipesiine company, 
Asarule ihe pipe-ilme company buys 
the oil, but if the producer wishes to 
hold his oil he can do so, in which case 
he takes a receiy t of the pipe~line com- 
pany, and his oil ismingled with the 
flood and is forever undistinguishable. 

His receipt is all he needs for a future 
sale of his property. The pipel ne 
company bas pumping stations Uiat 
sends the oil oyer hills and through 
yorges to the railway station where it 
has immense tanks that hold not less 
than twenty-five thousand barrels each, 
from which the oil is loaded in the 
boiler-tank Cars, almost without man 
ual iabor. The turning of fauceis and 
the placing of a short tin pipe 
is all. Some of the  pipe-lines 
are very long, and nothing but the op- 
pocition ot railroad companies prevents 
the building of one from the heart of 
the Titusville district to Philadelphia, 
PRODUCTION. 
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THE DAILY 

This is governed in the. Bradford dis- 
trict by the price of oil. At present 
crude vil at the wells is worth two dol 
lars a barrel. There are no great wells 
inthe Bradford district, but, on the 
other band, there are no dry 
holes. Ail wells in the belt = prv- 
duce oil. There is not a fruitless der- 
rick on the belt. Not so in the lower 
district. A ten-barrel well is consid. 
ered a good well in the Bradford dis- 
trict. At two dollarsa barrel such a 
well pays handsomely, but when oi! 
drops down to $1.15, as it did once this 
year, there are long faces in the land 
of small but enduring wells. At 
'two dollars a barrel, the present 
daily production of the  Brad- 
ford dist rict is 7,500  barrels— 
315,000 a day,$450,000 a month, $9,400,- 
QUO a year. itis the same to McKean 
county that a crop of 100,000 bates of 
cotton would be to Fulton county or as 
ifone quarter of the cotton crop of 
Georgia were taken annually from the 
red hills that immediately surround the 
Gate City.

On the 
trial of that issue, on the 26:h of May, 
1871, there was a verdict of n¢n-forfeit- 
ure of the tobacco, and on the same 
day, an order was passed for the pay- 
ment of $929 60, the proceeds of the 
tobacco, to Williamson, the plaintiff. It 
appears from the evidence in the 
record, that the defendants’ intestate; 
as deputy marshal, did not 
pay into the hands of the register the 
proceeds of the sale of the tobacco as 
he was ordered to do, but retained it 
in his own hands, and for the recovery 
of which the plaintiff's action was 
brought. On the trial of the case, the 
defendants made a wotion for a non- 
suit,which was overruled by the court, 
avd they excepted. The defendants 
aiso excepted to the ruling out of the 
evidence of Smith and Gillespie by the 
court, as set forth in the record. The 
jury found a verdict in favor of the 
plaintiff for $670 16. The main con~ 
trolling question in the case is whether 
the plainuff was entitled to maintain 
his action agvinst the defendants, in- 
testate as deputy marshal, on the 
statement of facts contained in the 
record? By the common law an ac- 
tion could not be maintained directly 
against a deputy or under sheriff for a 
breach of duty of the otiice of sheriff, 
but must nave been brought against 
the sheriff, thougn the default 
was occasioned by the _ act ol 
the deputy or under shenfl. Cameron 
vs. Reynolds, lst Cowper’s Reports, 438 
Crocker on Sherifis, section 19. It re- 
quired a statut? in this state to authorize 
u deputy or under sher{f to be sued by 
the party agrieved, fora breech of ofti- 
cial duty. See code, section 3948. Bs 
the acts of congress of 1795 and 186i, 
the marshals of the several dist: icts and 
their deputies shall have the same 
powers in executing the law of the 
United States as sheriffs and their dep- 
uties in the several states have by law 
in executing the laws of the respectiv:

The plaintifis, as the assignees in 
bankruptcy of West, Etwards & Co., 
brought their action against the de 
fendants to recover the possesion ol 
certain described personai property in 
the plaintiffa’ deciaratiun mentioned, 
of the alleged value of $2,371.47, to 
which property the piaintilis ciaimed 
titie, and which the defendants refused 
to deiiverto them. The defendants de- 
rourred to the piaintiffs’ deciaration, 
on the ground that the court did not 
haye jurisdiction «f the case.

BLECKLEY, J., dissenting. 

I dissent, respectfully, from the judg- 
ment of the court just pronounced. It 
seems to me that when assignees in 
bankruptcy sue, in trover or statutory 
complaint, for property to which they 
claim title as assigueeg, there is no 
legal necessity forjtreating the suit asa 
proceeding in bankruptcy, or the sub- 
ject as@ matter in bankruptev. The 
assignees have the legal title -they are 
owners. Foraught that appears on 
the jace of the declaration betore us, 
the plaintiffs, as assignees, may once 
have had the actual possession. Be- 
cause they sue as assignees, it does uot 
tollow that they are, for the first time, 
endeavoring to reduce the assets to 
PpOSsse sslon: thel real grievance IDAay 
be that they have been deprived of an 
existing bLussession, which they now 
seek to re esiablish or to recover dam- 
ueges instead, It cannot harm a sult 
for this purpose, that the plaintiffs dis 
cose In their declaration the nature of 
their title, and sue in their real char- 
acter. Tue ceclaration pursues the 
‘orm laid down iu our code; and under 
it,any evidence is admissible that will 
establish a co;version on the part of 
the defendant against he piaint if’s 
right. There is no hint in the plead- 
jugs that the cause of action involves 
any tort or transaction prior in date to 
the adjudication of bankruptcy, or even 
io the appointment the assignees. 
On its face, the dec'aration 18 simply a 
suit by the owners of peisonal pruper- 
ty against a wrong doer. The .wrong 
is not alleged to ve a breach of the 
bankrupt act cf the United States. ‘ic 
assume (hat it willturm out in evi 
dence to be of that specia: class, seeius 
tome unwarranted.

men's must not only have been in: 
tended by the parent asan advance- 
ment, but must also have been accepted 
by the child as an advancement ;” and 
a cherge in the words last quoted is 
orroneous., 

2. A gift of property by a parent to 
ason atter marriage, when said son 18 
iving to himself, is prima facie an ad- 
vaucement, 

3. Whilst a grandfather is not bound 
in law to maintain and educate the wife 
aud children of his deceased son, yet 
he he has the legal right to do so, 
and to treat his bounty 
as no advancement; and whether 
the fund he furnished them was an 
advancement to the grandchildren or 
not, depends upon the intention of the 
yrandfather at the time of the eift. 

4. The coutrolling question in this 
cace is the intention with which the 
intestate parted with hjs property or 
money to his heirs at law; if the son 
lived apart from him, the presumption 
is, that he designed to advance to him 
if he sent him property, but this pre- 
sumption may be rebutted bv the facts 
and circumstances of the case. .; he 
evidence being conflicting,and the pre- 
siding judge having erred, in the judg- 
ment ct this court, on the points ruled 
in the tirst and second head notes ; and, 
it being impossible to ascertain how 
far the jury were influenced by these 
errobeous Charges, the case should be 
tried over.
